Pound to Be Fait of Ransom. 
The .gold certificate was taker, 
to a bank and its serial number 
wao checked against the list of 
bills that made up the ransom 
payment. Thus it was found that 
the bill was part of the ransom 
money, and police were notified. 


The license number—4U-13-41— 
was traced to Hauptmann. Picked 
detectives were put on his trail. 
Tho surveillance for days 
disappointing. 
Hauptmann 
did 


nothing to arouse the 
officers' 


suspicions. 


On Tuesday morning, however, 


he left his house, a two 
story 
Bronx dwelling, and the officers 
believed that Hauptmann 
had 


suspected he was being watched

They arrested him, 
another of the ransom bills on 
his person. At his home they 
found a pair of shoes which had 
been purchased recently at a shoe 
store whose proprietor accepted 
a gold certificate in payment—a 
certificate lated Identified as one 
of the Lindbergh bills. 


Grilling Started. 
Hauptmann was locked up and 
immediately put on the grill of 
police interrogation. His wife,/An- 
na,—like himself, a German,-r«l- 
so was taken for questioning, but 
was released this morning. They 
are the parents of a child 11 months 
old. 
Mrs. Hauptmann 
formerly 
was a waitress in a Bronx restau- 
rant. They wero married about 
five years ago. 


With the recovery of the $13,750 
in the Hauptmann garage, there 
still is approximately $31,000 of 
the ransom payment unaccounted 
for. Further search of the Haupt- 
mann premises was under way 
today. 
The home of the Hauptmans is 
at 1279 East 222d street, a sparse- 
ly settled part of the Bronx. The 
house is four miles from the en- 
trance to 
Woodlawn 
cemetery 
where "Jaffsle" held a prelimin- 
ary conference with the ransom 
seeker. 


St. Raymond's cemetery, where 
the ranscm was finally paid, is 
about six miles from where the 
Hauptmannn live.
